Straw bale buildings tackle high utility and housing costs 


GARNET AND MARTEN BORCH ARE UP 
in the rafters of their new home, 
putting the finishing touches on the 
roof’s insulation. Tonight, their 
father Kevin will join them, as the 
family’s home slowly becomes a 
reality. 

The family is planning an organic 
chicken farm and wanted an envi- 
ronmentally friendly home to fit 
their overall lifestyle, one that 
reduced their ecological footprint 
and would save on utility bills in the 
long run 

The Borchs are among a small 
group of ecologically minded 
builders and citizens circumventing 
high utility and housing costs by 
using straw bale instead of conven- 
tional insulation, dry-walling and, in 
some cases, wood supports. But the 
technology's potential goes beyond 
broad ecological concern, says Paul

Belanger, founder of Living Design 
Systems, an Alberta company that 
focuses on energy efficient housing. 

“The old myth of environmental 
living is that you have to give up 
something,” he says. “There are a lot 
of conveniences offered by these 
designs. To me, to go back to a con- 
ventional house would be a step 
backward into earlier industrial 
times. It would be very uncomfort- 
able.” 


ENERGY EFFICIENT 

Mario Houle, the straw bale 
builder working on the Borch home, 
optimistically puts their energy sav- 
ings at about 50 peficent. The Cana- 
da Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion-(CMHC) found that straw bale 
homes used over-20 per cent less 
space heating energy than conven- 
tionarFhomes. CMHE attributes the

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energy savings to the width of the 
walls, which take hours to warm up 
or cool down. 

Belanger cites one of his first pro- 
jects in Edmonton, a straw bale 
building for the Salvation Army's 
addictions program, completed in 
1997. A wood stove provides heat 
and a car plug-in from the Salvation 
Army-operated apartment building 
nearby provides electricity. In winter 
the building requires only one fire 
per day and remains cool in the 
summer. 

And as for comfort, the thick walls 
with little or no spaces created by 
beams means less drafts. Even 
indoor air quality improves, says 
Belanger. A Health Canada report 
on residential indoor air quality 
identifies construction materials and 
furnishings as a source of indoor air 
pollution. Formaldehyde, a carcino-

gen, can be found in fiberglass insu- 
lation, wood laminates and particle- 
board. 


AFFORDABILITY 

The cost of a straw bale home can 
vary greatly depending on the style 
and materials used, says Houle, the 
builder working on the Borch home. 
Belanger estimates costs can range 
from $100 per square foot to $150 
per square foot. Richard Goetcher, 
senior market analyst with the Cana- 
da Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion estimates the average cost fora 
conventional home in Edmonton is 
about $138 per square foot. 

Hole prefers a stick-frame 
approach, which is closer to the style 
used in conventional homes, 
because trades people are familiar 
with the style, ensuring the project

Francis, a professor of psychology at Saint 
Mary's University in Halifax, is one of the few 
academics who's actually studied rudeness 
(though she's not the only one, as she hastens 
to point out). Her area of specialty is incivil- 
ity in the workplace, but, she concurs, what 
happens in the office doesn’t necessarily stay 
in the office. 

Francis implicates two major factors in our 
ever more discourteous world: too much work, 
and too much technelogy, too fast. 

“We're being inundated with technology 
that we don't know what to do with yet. Some 


people think talking loudly on the cell phone 

in a restaurant is rude, other people think it's 
fine... Rudeness tends to be viewed as a viola- 
tion of social norms, and the norms [for new 
technologies] are still emerging.” 

Murphy agrees. “Our cell phones are on all 
the time. Boundaries are broken down. You're 
not at home, you're not at a show, you're do- 
ing whatever you want, wherever you want. 
Whatever mode you feel like being in, you're 
in. 

Take a walk down Jasper Avenue during a 
weekday lunch break. You'll see office workers 


Maybe it came out when I flipped off the 
guy who almost ran me down a block from 
my apartment (we were both at fault; he was 
speeding, and I was jaywalking).

the “ Porcini Crusted Sea Bass, Lobster- 
Truffled Potato Crépes, White Com- 
Arugula & Gulf Prawns, with Warm 
Portobello Vinaigrette—$45" while | 
opted for the “Soya Duck 
Breast with Housemade Duck Sausage, 
Fork-Crushed Blue Mascarpone Pota- 
foes, Winter Squash-Pear Hash with 
Pine Nuts, Balsamic-Fig Sauce—$30,” 
witha scallop appetizer to start (1 
can’t remember what all it said 
about it in the menu, but it was scal- 
lops wrapped in “applewood 
bacon” that came with a great big 
mashed pea ravioli, and a balsamic 
reduction... I can’t remember the 
exact cost, but it was a lot.) 

The appetizer was tasty, although 
I found the pea ravioli an odd 
accompaniment, and the smokiness 
of the bacon paired with the sweet- 
ness of the balsamic reduction, made 
it taste like the scallops were in bar- 
beque sauce. This may well have 
been the effect they were after, but 
then with the mashed green peas, it 
was a little off-putting. Still, it wasa 
good attempt and the ravioli was at 
least homemade and didn’t resem- 
ble a perogy. 7 

As we sat and waited for our 
mains (Hardware Grill prides them- 
selves on their by-the-minute style of 
cooking where everything is done to 
order—good for them) we surveyed 
the sensible trouser men and momsy 
types who were dotted about the 
elegant space. To our great joy, we 
also spotted a table of young 
goth/punks enjoying a fine dinner 
with friends, who dismissed us for 
what we projected to be—another 
momsy / turtleneck couple clinking, 
glasses filled with white beverages.

direct reflection of the way he sees 
the world. In “Cloudy Head Sum- 
mer,” the most striking piece in the 
entire show, a shadowy figure 
emerges from the whitewash with 
only an expressionless mouth. The 
strokes and scratches are filled with 
an intense feeling of emptiness, but 
capture something that only McClel- 
land seems to be seeing, Looking 
into one of his crude and childlike 
canvases is clearly the only way to

“I can’t accept reality,” he says, “I 
need monsters to function.

Only 18 years old (eight years 
younger than his counterpart), 
McClelland sees his working 
relationship with Zaytsoff in a 
similar vein. 

“We just got along from the begin- 
ning and started making art togeth- 
er. | would never have had the confi- 
dence to do this if it wasn’t for Chris. 
To see that someone else was doing 
something like this, that it just 
wasn’t all in my head, was really 
huge for me,” says McClelland

On February 19, 2004, the Ministers of National Defence and 
Veterans Affairs announced a recognition program for Canadian 
veterans who served as test subjects in chemical warfare agent 
experiments between the 1940s and the 1970s. Eligible veterans 
can receive a one-time tax-free payment of $24,000 in recognition 
oftheir service to Canada. This amount is in addition to any 
disability pension benefits to which they may also be entitled. 
Those eligible for payment under the program are members or 
former members of the Royal Canadian Navy, Canadian Army, 
Royal Canadian Air Force or the Canadian Forces, who 
volunteered and participated as test subjects at Suffield, Alberta, 
from 1941 to the early 1970s, or the Chemical Warfare 
Laboratones, Ottawa, 1941 to 1945. 


The Government has now extended this program to include 
Canadian military veterans who served as test subjects at Allied 
Forces’ test establishments such as the Chemical Defence 
Experimental Station at Porton, Wiltshire, United Kingdom during 
the Second World War. 


Where eligible veterans are deceased, the executor of an estate 
that is still open — or the primary beneficiary of the veteran’s will 
where the estate is fully dispersed — may submit an application. In 
those cases where an eligible veteran died without a valid will, the 
last unremunerated adult person(s) ordinarily residing with the 
veteran at the time of the veteran’s death may also apply for the 
one-time, non-taxable payment of $24,000. Healthcare givers, 
housekeepers and other individuals paid to provide services to 
these veterans are not eligible to receive this ex gratia payment.

It should be noted that many Canadian service personnel attended 
courses in the United Kingdom at the “Anny School of Chemical 
Warfare” at Winterbourne Gunner during the Second World War.

this school, which often included exposure to chemical warfare 
agents, does not equate to being a chemical warfare agent test 
subject. 


Applications from, or on behalf of, Canadian chemical 
wartare agent test subjects who served at Allied Forces’ test 
establishments must be received by February 28, 2007.

Director Sergeo Kirby, who's cur- 
rently touring with the group and 
helping publicize the documentary’s 
screeners, explains that he was 
inspired by the group's motivation 
and drive. He stresses that although 
six students cannot bring down a bil- 
lion dollar corporation, the group is 
a testament to the power of fighting 
social apathy. 

“The whole film isn’t supposed to

The Wal-Town group celebrates 
triumphs and survives setbacks 


while they attempt to educate Cana- 
dians of what it means to be a con- 
scientious consumer. Many shop- 
pers do ultimately toss the group's 
flyers in the trash and disregard 
their message, but Wal-Town’s 
persistent efforts are beginning to 
pay off 

“One of the things that didn’t 
make it into the film was the fact that 
Norway contracted them because 
they heard about the group in Cana- 
da and asked them to do some 
research,” Kirby says, explaining 
that when the Scandinavian nation 
was presented with the groups find- 
ings they chose to take action. 

“Norway divested half a billion 
dollars of stock in Wal-Mart because 
it wasn't ethically approved by

I'S A MAD, MAD, MAD, MAD HIT. “HIT" 
in the sense of “mob-arranged mur- 
der,” mind you. But still not sucha 
bad film, a fully loaded ensemble 
cast scrambling across the country to 
Lake Tahoe, scavenger-hunt style 
The prize? The excised heart of 
recently turned mob informant 
Buddy Israel—played by Jeremy 
Piven with increasingly bleary and 
drug-hazed indifference as the 
human bullseye of a million-dollar 
dart game. 

Las Vegas entertainer Israel was 
the favourite adopted son of mob 
don Primo Sparazza (Joseph 
Ruskin). But yall know what Holly- 


wood teaches us unchecked power 
does, and the film opens with FBI 
agents Messner (Vancouver-born 
Ryan Reynolds) and his respected 
superior Carmuthers (Ray Liotta) 
tapping Sparazza’s phones—pre- 
sumably with Congress's 
approval—and learning the details 
of an imminent murder. Israel's 
murder, of course 

The first hour of the film opens 
like an end-of-the world movie, with 
good reason. It’s obvious not every- 
one’s going to make it to the finish 
line. We are introduced to, quite lit- 
erally, dozens of characters, both by 
Messner and Carruthers’ chief Stan- 
ley Locke, and by a merry-go-round 
intercutting of bondsmen, agents 
hitmen, informants, gangsters 
and—seriously—Road Warriors, all 
honing their intentions to either tear 
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the heart out of Israel by hand or die 
stopping those that would, What can 
I say? The dossier-as-action drags 
you in, characters finishing each oth- 
ers’ sentences a continent away 
Thank writer/director Joe Carnahan 
(Nard) for this, as well as a universe 
that’s fleshed out all the way back to 
the 1950s 

The hitpeople are especially 
endearing—a trio of chainsaw-tlip- 
ping, Nazi half-brothers called the 
Tremors; a pair of gorgeous hit- 
ladies (Alicia Keys, Georgia Sykes); 
Ben Affleck as one of three jaded 
and hapless bondsmen; and the 
truly tender/creepy Pasqual Acosa 
(Nestor Carbonel) who gets two of 
Aaey enduring scenes, the first with 
Lost's Matt Fox, the second with 
Liotta. People die in both. Oh, lest 
we forget the shapeshifter. Yes, 
Lazlo Soot (When a Stranger Calls’ 
Tommy Flanagan) uses quick-dry- 
ing rubber molds to impersonate a 
trail of victims on his way to his tar- 
get. Seriously, would an interpretive 
dance help keep some of this 
straight? 

The Japanese entertainment 
industry had Godzilla to get over 
their nuclear victimhood; thanks to 
George W. Bush we now sense con- 
spiracies of evil in any film dealing 
with the government. Smokin’ Aces 
is no exception, as its subtle back- 
story threatens to derail everyone's 
work, good or mercenary, and we 
begin to wonder if the Deep South- 
em-accented FBI chief really has 
Israel's best interest at heart. Decide 
for yourself if there’s a not-subtle 
metaphor here.

It's impossible to discuss a minor 
but glaring plot flaw without giving 
away the plot itself, so SPOILER 
warning ‘til the end of this sentence:

LET ME START BY SAYING THAT I 
completely respect and admire the 
impetus behind Andrew Bujalski’s 
shoestring comedy Mutual Appreaa- 
ton, a film to which the term “inde- 
pendent” applies not as a marketing 
ploy, but as an accurate descriptor. 
It's a small, understated movie that 
captures a slice of urban life and, 
without unnecessary frills, delivers a 
heartfelt story about normal people. 
Shot on black and white 16mm film 
in real locations with non-profes- 
sional actors, it brings to mind the 
improvisatory dramas of John Cas- 
savettes, in which people mumble, 
drink and cling to their dignity, and 
where emotions unexpectedly break 
through the drone of the everyday 
and honesty is both cause and cure 
of all existential dilemmas. There's 
an undeniable charm to the assorted 
lumpy, disheveled people fumbling 
tentatively after happiness in Bujals- 
ki’s post-ironic world 

That said, Mutual Appreciation is 
rambling, only fitfully interesting, 
and probably a little too long in 
depicting the life of Alan (Justin 
Rice), a tousled would-be rock star 
newly arrived in New York on small 
tide of buzz, Alan just wants to find 
a drummer and start making 
inroads on the NY music scene; but 





he's distracted by a nubile radio DJ 
(Seung-Min Lee), his best friend's 
steady gal (Rachel Clift), and the 
pressing need to find work. That's 
really about all there is to it. The best 
friend, geeky grad student Lawrence 
(Bujalski) chips in subplot as he 
struggles gamely with his girl- 
friend's excessive honesty, odd 
social obligations, and a suspicious- 
looking mole on his ass. 

In spite of the unwarranted 
glimpse of Bujalski’s ass, Mutual 
Appreaation feels sweetly naive, tran- 
spiring ina world where courting 
couples make out (or, just as often, 
don’t), where all-night bohemian 
parties revolve.around cans of beer 
and persuading boys to put on 
make-up, and where interpersonal 
tensions are dispersed by a muted 
but earnest, faintly sardonic emo- 
tional climax. And who isn’t up for 
some of that? 

Bujalski apparently knows how to 
make a micro-budget go far. His 
film's black and white images are 
oddly warm and atmospheric, aptly 
framing the mundane but intimate 
spaces the characters resort to 
repeatedly (it's really an indoor 
movie, with a fair complement of sit- 
ting and lying down). The low-key, 
almost diffident performances con- 
tribute further to a sense of spon- 
taneity, as though every scene was 
something the director stumbled on, 
rather than engineered. Unlike a lot 
of low budget movies, the audio is

VIC SARIN IS A BIG NAME IN 
Canadian cinema, though you may 
not know it. Chances are, you've 
seen his work. 

As director of photography, he 
has been behind the lens for Bye Bye 
Blues, Whale Music, and Margaret's 
Museum, among others. He comes 
by his craft honestly, being the son of 
a movie theatre operator in Kashmir 
during the time of India’s Partition, 
which is the subject of his latest film, 
also called Partition: a Sikh man (Jimi 
Mistry) and a muslim woman 
(Kristin Kreuk) are thrown together 
by circumstances, provoking a hos- 
tile reaction from all sides. Sarin 
wears three hats in the creation of 
this story close to his heart: writer, 
director, and DOP. 


You must have been a very young 
boy during the Partition. 

I was quite young. I don’t remember 
the Partition, but I remember the 
aftermath, you hear stories and see 
the scars. India is a secular state, so 
there are still a lot of Muslims living 
there. Some chose to stay, and some 
went to Pakistan—there are families 
separated. It all changed overnight. I 
always felt that there were a number 
of events in the last century that 
shaped our history: the wars, the 
Holocaust. This needed to be 
brought to the forefront. 

When it comes down to it, this is a 
story about the total Commitment to 
love. The world hasn't changed 
much in 60 years, so it really is a uni- 
versal story: in the Middle East, 
Rwanda, Northern Ireland, even 
Iraq. Shiites and Sunnis killing each 
other: they are the same people!

Where did this specific story come 
from? 


The story—when I was growing up 
my father had a Sikh friend who

One day, he came home 
very upset. His friend and this 
woman decided that it was too diffi 
cult, and went to the dam and 
jumped. 

For some reason, he washed up 
on shore, and when he saw the dead 
body of his lover, he went back a 
second time and jumped again. Thal 
story had a profound emotional 
impact on me and stayed with me 
over the years. 


What do you hope people will take 
away with after seeing your 
film? 

With this film, I hope that people 
will see beyond the politics and have 
some time to rethink their own pn- 
orities of life. We have a mosaic of 
the whole world here. Every culture 
has something wonderful, [ want 
that all to survive. We are so divers 
and so different, it makes the world 
interesting. 

I think in Canada we have to find 
harmony in all these cultures. We 
are ina good position to lead in tha! 
area: we don’t have to struggle tog# 
basic things like clean water, we take 
so much for granted. We have eve] 
reason to celebrate. In our own sor 
ety, there is all this greed. But how 
much can you fit in your stomach? 
And we all go to sleep at night in 
one bed. You don’t need the whole 
Taj Mahal. We get blinded, but nll 
ing is here forever.

Not only was Rossini’s Barber 
based on Pierre-Augustin Beaumar- 
chais’ 1772 hit play, it was riding a 
wave of Barber remakes. 

Rossini’s 1816 retread (the seventh 
opera to adapt the commedia 
dell‘arte influenced theatrical hit) 
was, in particular, riding the coattails 
of the internationally successful 1782 
Giovanni Paisiello take on the come- 
dy 

So popular was Paisiello’s Barber, 
Rossini felt obliged to wnite the older 
composer and explain to him why 
and how his remake was going to be 
different. 

Ala Manhunter and Red Dragon, 
Rossini decided to further set his 
work apart by giving his opera a 
brand-new title (Almaviva, or the Use- 
less Precaution), reverting only to The 
Barber of Seville only after Paisiello 
had passed away.

a Peruvian fairy called Nootsie Tah

The mainstream trap isn’t some- 
thing that’s lost on Domenic Butler, 
who alongwith Mark Yardley 
makes up British DJ team Stanton 
Warriors. 

After phenomenal worldwide 
success with their mix set The Sfan- 
fon Sessions, they had loads of trou- 
ble working their debut album out 
with then-label XL. After nmuch 
debate, they finally settled for suc- 
cess on their own terms and released 
what they wanted (on Stanton Ses- 
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sions Vol2) through fellow major- 
indie V2 last year. 

‘[ think we had one of the last big 
deals as far as dance producers go,” 
says Butler.

We just 
did our own remix of A Guy Called 
Gerald’s ‘Voodoo Ray’ and he’s not 
too pleased about it—probably 
because he’s all into drum and bass 
now. Those guys aren’t worth talk- 
ing to anyways,” Butler laughs.
